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SUBJECT: PRESIDENT PEREZ' INITIAL REACTION TO BOGOTA SUMMIT 

1 . UPON ARRIVAL IN CARACS AUGUST 6, PRESIDENT PEREZ, 

IN BRIEF PRESS CONFERENCE, PRONOUNCED BOGOTA MEETING A SUCCESS. 

HE SAID THAT THE ATMOSHPERE WAS CORDIAL AND THE RESULTS POSITIVE, 
ADDING THAT THE PARTICIPANTS ARE CONVINCED THAT A NEW PANAMA CANAL 
TREATY IS IMMINENT. ACCORDING TO PEREZ, NO OTHER MEETINGS OF THIS 
KIND ARE PLANNED AND THE PURPOSE OF BOGOTA MEETING WAS SIMPLY TO EXP- 
RESS THE CONCERN OF THE COUNTRIES REPRESENTED ABOUT A PROBLEM 
THAT INVOLVES "SPIRITUALLY” ALL OF LATIN AMERICA. 

WHEN QUERIED IF HE DISCUSSED VENEZUELAN-COLOMBIAN BOUNDARY 
(DIFERENDO) ISSUE WITH PRESIDENT LOPEZ MICHELSEN, PEREZ REPLIED 
BRIEFLY THAT THEY DISCUSSED NOTHING OF A BILATERAL NATURE. PEREZ 
ACKNOWLEDGED THAT THE OTHER FOLLOWING ISSUES WERE CONSIDERED: 
NUCLEAR NON PROLIFERATION IN LATIN AMERICA, GUATEMALA-BELIZE 
DISPUTE, A WORLD COFFEE FUND, AND PLANS FOR CELEBRATING BOLIVAR S 
200TH BIRTHDAY IN CARACAS IN 1983. 
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2. PRESS REPORTS FROM BOGOTA QUOTED LOPEZ MICHELSEN TO THE 
EFFECT THAT HE AND PEREZ HELD PRIVATE TALKS AND THAT THE TWO 
LEADERS AGREED TO A SET OF PRINCIPLES CONCERNING THE VENEZUELAN 
DIFERENDO ISSUE. ACCORDING TO THESE REPORTS FROM COLOMBIA, THIS 
ISSUE WILL BE THE SUBJECT OF A DECEMBER MEETING BETWEEN THE TWO 
PRESIDENTS. LOPEZ MICHELSEN IS ALSO QUOTED HERE AS STATING THE THE 
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SUCCESS OF FUTURE BIFATERAL NEGOTIATIONS WILL BE CONTIIGENT ON PUBLIC 
OPINION AND THE APPROVAL OF THE POLITICAL PARTIES IN BOTH 
COUNTRIES. 

3. JAMAICAN PRIME MINISTER MICHAEL MANLEY ACCOMPANIED PEREZ AND 
FOREIGN MINISTER SIMON CONSALVI ON THEIR FLIGHT 

FROM MAIQUETIA TO BOGOTA. THE PRESS REPORTS THAT DURING THE TRIP. 
MANLEY AND CONSALVI DISCUSSED VENEZUELAN-CARIBBEAN RELATIONS. 
CONSALVI IS QUOTED AS SAYING THAT VENEZUELA WOULD BE MOST ACTIVE IN 
THE CARIBBEAN, THE AREA OF ITS FIRST PRIORITY IN INTERNATIONAL 
AFFAIRS. CONSALVI SAID THAT HE WOULD PROBABLY MAKE A TRIP TO THE 
ISLAND REPUBLICS OF THE CARIBBEAN IN THE NEAR FUTURE. 

4. COMMENT: PEREZ' PUBLIC STATEMENTS WERE CONFINED SPECIFICALLY 
TO THE POINTS IN THE BOGOTA SUMMIT DECLARATION. ALTHOUGH PEREZ 
DENIED THAT HE AND LOPEZ MICHELSEN DISCUSSED BILATERAL MATTERS, WE 
TEND TO BELIEVE THAT THE TWO LEADERS PROBABLY DID CONSULT ON FURTHER 
STEPS TO SETTLE THE GULF OF VENEZUELA BOUNDARY ISSUE. CONSALVI’S 
REFERENCES TO A MORE ACTIVE GOV CARIBBEAN POLICY ARE IN LINE WITH 
PEREZ' INTEREST IN THIS SUBJECT.
